peace  today.  It  we  accept  the  not

"The  function  of  religion  in  educa¬ 
tion  is  to  integrate  and  unify  all 
aspects  of  knowledge;  to  help  stu¬ 
dents  to  see  whole  truths,”  said  Miss 
Jane  Gilmer,  secretary  of  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  in  a  talk  to  the  student  body 
in  chapel  Monday, 

Miss  Gilmer  came  to  G.  S.  C.  W. 
to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Miss  Eliza¬ 
beth  Dole  last  year.  Miss  Gilmer 
received  her  A.  B.  degree  from  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Mary  where  she  was  elect¬ 
ed  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Last  year  she 
attended  Duke  University  where  she 
got  her  master’s  degree. 

“The  more  we  live  by  intellect  the 
less  we  are  able  to  se  ewhole  truths.
